The handsome two-story 
frame

NEW YORK, March 13.—Directors 


of the Southern Railway Company de- 
clared today an initial dividend of 
$1.25 on the common stock. 


Jt was officially announced that the 
purpose of the directors hereafter to 
pive consideration quarterly to the 
matter of preferred as well as com- 
mon dividends. 
Today's dividend was announced as 
a quarterly payment on the common' 
stock. 
The directors also declared today 


the regular semi-annual dividend of, 
2 % per cent, on the preferred stock 
The dividend is the first to be paid 
on the 1,200,000 common shares since 
the reorganization of the road in 1894. 
Beginning in 1897 dividends on the 
preferred stock have ranged from 1 
to 3 per cent, annually. 
Meanwhile earnings of the road 
constantly have been put back into 
the property, putting it in to the sixth 
largest railroad system in the United 
States. 
Soon after 1890. a program 


of expansion was undertaken, which 
carried its linos into every important 
section of the South with the excep- 
tion of Florida. 
Capital expenditures on the prop- 
erty since 1906 alone, according to 
Fairfax Harrison, president of the 
Company, have totalled $145,000,000 
in addition to more than $50,000.000 
derived from surplus earnings. In the 
three years before government con- 
trol and since that time, the Southern 
Railway has carried to surplus about 
$32 for each share of common stock. 
Its surplus from 1022 operations was 
$7.323,797. 
The steady growth in earning pow- 
er of the road, which showed a gam 
of more than $6,000,000 in gross in- 
come to $24,956,246 in 1922, has re- 
peatedly led to expectations of a com- 
mon dividend declaration. 
In view 
of a surplus per share larger than 
many dividend paying roads, inaugu- 
ration of dividends was anticipated 
last fall but action was deferred un- 
til complete figures on 1923 opera- 
tions were available.

pressure, prevention of heart disease 
and kidney disease, and prevention of 
Bright's d'iaease, and on a variety of 
health habits 
Here is on a on consti- 


pation, written-by Dr. O- H. Ro*»r9. 


Drfl Rogers says the man with con- 


stipation is merely housebroken. 
"There is a natural tendency to 


have a bowel movement shortly after 
getting out of bed in the morning, 
and after each of the three meals. To 
respond to each manifestation of this 
urge would tak* vp a good deal of 
time and be something of i nuisance. 
To avoid this, a man proceeds to 
housebreak himself. He resists about 
three of these daily urges and tries 
to train himself to respond to but 
one, generally 
the after 
breakfast 


urge. "When man begins to interfere 
with nature's way. it is difficult for 
him to keep his interference within 
bounds. In so far as this function is 
concerned, perhaps the 
majority of 
men become relatively constipated. 


"Normally," digestion, assimilation 


and absorption should be completed 
in about twc«ive hours and the waste 
after a meal should be expelled from 
the body in about twenty hours. Many 
men who do not regard themselves as 
constipated do not expel the -waste of 
a given zneal from the body for two 
or three days after eating it." 
"Jt is largely because men are 


housebroken and continue, year after 
years, to bzc bouaebroken. that the 
mortality rate at the later ages of life 
has not improved as it has among the 
young."' Dr. Rogers is of the opinion 
that if they were notiouscbroken. tho 
health rate of men and women 40 to 
70 years of age would be getter, and 
more would live to reach do or 100 
years of age. This thing of being; 
housebroken has been overdone and. i 
in conseqatncc. men wear ojit their 
organs too early—especially their liv- 
ers. 


Among the directions given by Dr. 


Rogers to overcome the bad habit, 
training takes A high place: eating 
rough food? ranks ~ith training. He 
says bran should be found on every 
table, j-oet as pepper and salt are. 
It 
is a necessary part "f every diet. F-M-I 
dishes should be eaten. 
So should 


those vegetables an<2 fruits -which have 
a Jot of aser. A slass or two of wat- 
er on arising and the free use of 


water between meals are Important 
additions to the treatment.

timely and proper to bring, to the at- 
tention of .tax payers, particularly the 
4aw with regard to listing intangible 
property: As the average tax payer 
does .not;pay much attention to the 
study of tax laws it might be in place 
to fleflne -what the law means by the 
terms - "tangible" and 
"intangible" 


property. 
Intangible property is a. 
written instrument such as a share, 
a bond, a certificate of deposit a note 
or an account .which merely repre- 
sents, and certifies the ownership of 
properly, while the term "tangible" 
meant* the actual physical property 
itsself. 


"Notes and jbonds secured by mort- 
gages are items generally overlooked 
by tax payers in making up their list. 
All notes, mortgages, accounts, and 
all other solvent claims should be 
listed. 
Many-tax payers are of the 


opinion that if a. note or bond is 
hypothecated to secure a loan -that 
the note should not be listed. This 
is a very serious error on the part 
of the tax player for the reason that 
the act of ^ hypothecation does not 
convey to the lender the title to the 
note but the ownership of the- note 
still legally remains with the bor- 
rower. 
The statutes are very plain 


and the penalty severe for failure to 
list this class of property, so severe 
in fact that a note is uncollectible un- 
der foreclosure 
proceedings unless 
the owner shows that same has been 
properly listed for taxation. -

No other plant is more closely iden- 
tified with the progress of western 


ivillzation than the rose. 
It is at once 
an insignia of joy, 


sorrow love and exquisite beauty.

as soon as the ground is dry enough 
to work. Fall planting is best car- 
ried out as soon as tb>e leaves have 
fallen from surounding 
trees and 


bushes- 
It is best to plant stock as soon as 


it arrives. 
In event "this is not pos- 


sible, dig a trench and lay the roots 
in it to bring them in contact with 
the soil. 
Should the rose roots 
seem dry. 


soak them in water 
an hour or two 


before putting them in the ground. 
If the stems are shrieveled. burying 
the entire plant for a few days may 
restore a natural -condition and in- 
sure growth. 
Never plant frozen plants. 
They 


should be thawed out gradually un- 
til all frost has been removed. 


Cover the -roots of rose plants by 


immersing them in a bucket of wa- 
ter while 
transferring to the plant- 


ing ground. 
This admonition should 
be care- 


fully heeded no matter how 
short 


the distance to be tjraversejl. 


Undue exposure 
of the roots at 


plantm'-' fine kills more roses than 
anything else. 


Don't plant roses too deep nor too 


shallow. 
Keep lower branches out 


of the soil, but .get the roots entirely 
under. 
The 
hole 
m -.which roses 
are 


planted should 
be several 
inches 


larger across than the roort will ex- 
tend. Spread 
the roots well in all 


directions, and, when partially cov- 
ered, shake the plant up and down 
to make sure it is in close 
contact 


with the soil- 
The one great need in rose grow- 


ing, apart from a fertile soil, is the 
necessity of cutting back almost
